If the 
law of tho survival of_tho’ fittest had not 
been counteracted hy parental affection, the 
world would have had no Isaac Newron, no 
Exmanven Kant, no Hraverr Srencmr, 
Physically in theso cases. it was tho unfit 
who survived, but the world would have 
been intellectually. much poorer without 
them, Mr. Barrous, speaking before the 
Congress, cut very acutely into the shib- 
boloth “the survival of the fittest,” as Prof: 
Huxzey did many years before him, ‘Lhe 
idea that. the “fittest”, here moans tlie 
best, the wisest, the .strongost, the 
‘bravest, and the most virtuous does not 
bear examination. The: fittest are simply 
those who are best adapted to the ruling 
conditions, and when those conditions 
change nature has no seruple in eliminating 
them and proclaiming their auccessora. In 
a country where law and order are at ao 
discount, the fittest. is tho man who can 
draw his weapon quickest; when law and 
ordor prevail this type is hunted: down and 
exterminated. As Mr, Barvour pointed out, 
the survival of the fittest means merely the 
survival of the ‘fittest to survive at any 
Tt has no reference to ‘an 
ideul type. In fact an ideal type is impos- 
sible, for the changing conditions of the 
earth demand that there should be continu- 
ous changes in the type of humanity, the 
alternative being oxtinction. It seems, 
therefore, hopeless to expect that Eugenics 
ean mould the race or direct its path, It 
must fall back on humbler but perhaps 
more usefal work—the lessening of infant 
mortality, the elimination of the causes that 
go to make for degeneracy, instruction in 
tho science of health. Regoneration seema 
no less possible than degeneration. It is 
impossible to ponatise any section of the 
population on the: ground that they are 
physically unfit to continue the production 
of the race. At the most auch a provision 
can only be directed against tho mentally 
doranged. But it ia possible to teach the 
physically unfit so to rear théir children ay 
to minimiso the defeets in their constitution 
and tlius bring back the strain to the level 
of the race. Tho idea that this so-called 
cherishing of the unfit leads to degeneracy 
of the race is open to serious question 
After all, we muat realisa that natural

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THE COPRA TRADE OF 
PHILIPPINES. oe 


According to.the report of the Collector 
pean Manila the most prominent 
? record of exports for. tho 
year is the magnitude of the copra trade, 
fhore has been a universally increasing 
demand for this product, and the new 
and profitable uses to which it is being 
put have resulted in a steady improve- 
ment in prices. That tho islands are 
profiting by this growing demand is 
attested by tho increase of. $6,615,202 in 
the value of copra exports during tho past 
year, which represents more than 60 per 
cent, of the total increaso in export 
values. Copra shipmente during the 
fiscal year 1912 totalldd 169,342 tons, 
valued. at $16,514,749, compared with 
{bee tons with a value of $9,899,467 in 

1. 

France still maintaing her position as 
principal purchager of this product in the 
islands, “shipments to. that country 
amounting to 97,084 tons, valued. at 
$9,585,931. These figures represent 
approximately 57 per cent. of the total 
shipments of copra and show a decided 
increase over 1011, although in that year 
shipments to France constituted a slightly 
Greater proportion of the total copra 
trade. , 

A most interesting feature of the past 
year’s trade, however, has been the fur- 
ther increase in the demand from the 
United. States. Although an unusual 
growth characterized the figures of 191), | 
when they were moro than double those, 
of 1910, the past year has witnessed ship- 
ments ‘of twice the quantity, of 1911, and 
the increase in price has brought the total 
value for 1912 up to an amount repre- 
senting 227 per cent. of the value for the 
preceding year. eres 

Coincident with the decline cach yeax 
since 1907 of the importance of hemp ‘10 


the cxport trado, to which reference has }- 
already been ‘made, has been the steady 
growth in relative importance of copra. |: 


In 1907, when homp formed 61.7 per cent. 
of the total exports copra represented 
11.6 per cent., an 
figure for hemp has decreased, copra has 
assumed a moro important. position, unti 
in the present report both products are 
credited with no percentage a fraction 
above 32, the: advantage being in favour 
of copra. 
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THE HEMP INDUSTRY IN THE 
PHILIPPINES, 


The ‘report of the Collector. of Customs 
at Manila gives somo interesting figures 
regarding the export of hemp. 

Shipments of raw hemp during the past 
year have fallen off in quantity, com- | 
pared with the year 1911, but notwith- | 
standing this there has been an increase. , 
in the total value. In 1912 there was ox-' 
ported 163,987 tons, compared with | 
165,650 tons in 1911, or a decrease: of ' 
11,663 tons; but the value has risen from | 
$16,141,940 in 1911 to 816,283,510 in 1918. 

Increases appear, however, in both the 
quantity and the value of shipments to’ 
the United States.: These amounted in, 
1912 ,to 69,574 ‘tone, with a valuc of. 
$7,751,489, compared with 65,545. tons 
valued at $7,410,373 in 1911, : 

A comparison of tho average value per 
ton of hemp cxported shows a decided in- | 
crease iaat the past year compared | 
with 1911, This is true-with regard to 
shipments to all countries, with the excep-! 
tion of the United States, where practic: ' 
ally no chango. appears in the prices for 
the two years. 
but fow exceptions, tho quantity of homp. 
rahipped to each country has-been redneed. : 

Shipments to European countries, 

have heretofore consisted largely of tho ' 
poorer qualities of the product, have this 
year included a greater proportion of the 
finer grades; in. other words, there hus, 
been a tendency toward an incredsed pro- 
duction of the better qualities, and. a’ 
falling off in the cheaper material, with 
a reduction in value of the latter. The 
Prices of the better grades have been a ' 
trifle higher, but this does not appear in’ 
tho Ggures covering exports to the United 
Btates, because of tho fact that these ship-
